tion. It is said that It has been op- 
"erated for 50 years without an ex- 
plosion. The plaintiffs say that in tho 
t&echanical process used there is noth- 
ing iln the cylinder mill to produce 
Ignition and hence an explosion can 
not occur and 
that even

matches can go through the rolls -with- 
out danger. Under all the facts It is 
held that the chances lof an explosion 
at tie Rand mills are very remote. 


In the opinion, the court also made
